In urgent, classified cables, the 
U.S. embassy in Kuwait has 
alerted the State Department 
tliat tlie oil minister, Abdul Mut- 
taleb al-Kazemi, wants OPEC to 
control natural gas prices on two 
levels. 
The chemical definitions are 
com plicated, but gases are 
categorized as liquid petroleum 
gas (LPG) and liquid natural gas 
(LNG). Kuwait wants OPEC to 
fix prices for both types. 
Since the United States im­ 
ports only an insignificant 


amount of natural gas. there is 
no immediate danger to this 
country. Most of the natural gas 
consumed in the United States 
comes from domestic reserves. 
But high world price increases, 
inevitably, would have the effect 
of pushing up domestic prices. 
Ironically, the Kuwaitis fear 
there will be a world surplus, not 
a shortage, of natural gas. 
Prices, therefore, should go 
down, not up. Indeed, this is the 
reason they want OPEC to con­ 
trol the natural gas market and 
to rig prices.

EQUITY RATHER THAN 
EQUALITY 
From The Maneater 
University of 
Missouri-Columbia 
It looks as if 1977-78 will be 
another 
lean 
year 
for the 
university. 
A revised budget formula 
issued recently by the state Co­ 
ordinating Board for Higher 
Education would provide the 
university with only $123,000,000 
in state money—about $5,000,000 
less 
than this 
year’s ap­ 
propriation. 
The 
co-ordinating 
board 
recommends 
levels 
of state 
funding for Missouri’s public 
colleges and universities based 
on a complex funding formula. 
The problem with the co­ 
ordinating 
board’s funding 
formula, as university officials 
correctly suggest, is that it fails 
to acknowledge the university’s 
uniqueness 
as 
compared to 
other 
state 
colleges 
and 
universities. As university in­ 
terim President James Olson 
pointed out, the formula ap­ 
proach used by the co-ordinating 
board fails to recognize that it 
costs more per credit hour for 
instruction at a major research 
institution than it does at, say, 


Northeast 
Missouri 
State 
University. 
The co-ordinating board has 
made the mistake of using 
equality rather than equity as 
the basis for determining the 
level 
of 
state 
funding 
for 
i Missouri’s public institutions of 
« higher 
education. 
If 
all 
Missouri’s 
colleges 
and 
universities were on an equal 
par in terms of their missions 
and contributions, then it would 
make sense to treat all in­ 
stitutions equally in determining 
their level of funding. But it is 
obvious 
Missouri’s 
public 
colleges and universities differ 
greatly in their missions, scope 
and contributions. It is this 
diversity which suggests that 
equity—the equal treatment of 
equals—is the proper basis on 
which to devise a realistic 
funding formula. 
The end result of the co­ 
ordinating board’s current 
formula, which stresses equal 
treatment 
for 
all 
in 
the 
allocation of state money, will 
be mediocrity for Missouri’s 
public colleges and universities. 
Unfortunately, any attempt to 
make the funding formula more 
equitable, which would increase 
the university’s legislative 
appropriation at the expense of 
other state institutions of higher 
education, would likely, create a 
political tempest. Missouri is 
notorious 
for 
its 
traditional 
underfunding 
of 
higher 
education, and competition for 
the already too-few tax dollars 
has been keen.

Inauguration top hats wouldn’t 
have become an historic issue; 
the Carters' connubial beds 
wouldn’t have made Barbara 
Walters’ silly TV unspectacular 
and the world never would have 
known of Carter’s “clusters” if 
some 8,000 voters out of some 80 
million had switched sides last 
Election Day. 
A shift of only 4,500 ballots in 
Ohio and 3,500 in Hawaii from 
the 
D em ocrats 
to 
the 
Republicans 
would 
have 
defeated Mr. Carter. There isn’t 
the slightest doubt that a last 
minute pile-driving and costly 
labor push carried the Buckeye 
State for the Democrats. And 
Hawaii these days is almost as 
total a 
labor state as San 
Francisco once was the "labor 
city.” 
This is the message from big 
labor’s Committee on Political 
Eduation (COPE) in its Dec. 6 
“Memo.” 
This will be the word from 
COPE’s administrative com­ 
mittee to the AFL-CIO high 
command when it meets in 
February for its mid-winter / 
strategy session in Bal Harbour, 
Fla. 
There’s no subtlety in this 
message. That’s not the style of 
labor’s 
82-year-old 
chief 
of 
chiefs, George Meany, who may 
be reduced to one cigar a day, 
but who hasn’t lost any of the old 
instinctive Irish genius in the 
knockdown technique of big city 
politics. 
Some time ago, at dinner, this 
boy reporter told Meany the 
labor chief sure had courage in 
battling powerful union giants. 
Meany’s riposte was, “I didn’t 
have courage, I had the votes. ” 
There isn’t any labor intent to 
challenge 
an 
American 
President openly, but neither is 
there the slightest intention of 
backing away from collecting on 
Mr. Carter’s IOUs - many of 
which are in writing - long 
letters pledging support on a 
specific issue. 
All this will be analyzed 
during the week-long AFL-CIO 
Executive Council conference in 
February.

The COPE Memo says, “Four 
persons who’ve learned one vote 
counts are Jimmy Carter and 
Fritz Mondale, and Gerry Ford 
and Bob Dole ... if just 4,500 in 
Ohio and about 3,500 in Hawaii 
had switched the GOP ticket 
would have won the electoral

Further, 
the

Memo 
pointedly points out, "In all, 14 
states were decided by less than 
2 per cent of the vote. So, that’s 
four who know one vote counts - 
and so do a lot of others. ” 
COPE observes that in 80 
contests for the U.S. House of 
Representatives the winners’ 
margin was 55 per cent or less. 
And virtually all of them were 
Democrats. 
As “classic cases” of “one 
vote counts" - and therefore the 
strategic 
power 
of 
labor's 
permanent 
national 
political 
machine - the COPE Memo 
reports 
there 
were 
four 
congressional 
counts 
which 
weren’t 
settled 
for 
several 
weeks after election day. These 
were 
in 
Illinois, 
Texas, 
Michigan 
and W ashington, 
where labor has strong political 
machines. 
Thus, 
when 
the 
AFL-CIO 
Executive Council gathers in 
Bal Harbour exactly a month 
after

inauguration 
and 
analyzes all voting statistics, 
almost block by 
block and 
precinct by precinct the high

report, and in turn be instructed 
to open its push in Congress - 
and in the Oval Office. 
There isn't any doubt of 
labor’s power on the Hill. This in 
turn will be the linchpin for use

January. Already such labor 
leaders as the maritime chiefs 
are telling it as it is to their 
members.

In Sikeston, 300 to 500 households are 
within the floodplain and floodway. Of 
those, 150 lie within the floodway itself. 
In the flood plain where construction is 
allowed, Utterback said construction costs 
of a building will increase 50 per cent to 
meet federal requirements. 
Tooke said if an existing structure in the 
floodway is 50 per cent destroyed by fire or 
winds, it may not be rebuilt. He pointed out 
that an insurance company will pay only the 
50 per cent, leaving the owner to pay off the 
mortgage without being able to use the and 
or rebuild on it. 
In Texas, counties and school boards are 
being very hard hit, Utterback said. A 
number of those counties and boards have 


joined the suit. 
Since land in the floodways is now worth 
much less, the Texas courts are ordering 
the assessment values lowered, causing 
financial troubles to local schools. 
The counties are being forced to enact 
ordinances establishing the flood program, 
even 
though 
counties have 
no legal 
authority to enact ordinances under state 
law. 
There is a provision in Texas law that 
says any public official who undertakes an 
illegal action can be held liable to the in­ 
dividuals he has harmed, Utterback said. 
In Missouri, two communities, including 
the 175-year-old community of Portage Des 
Sioux, near Hannibal lie entirely within a 
floodway. 
Utterback said those communities have 
been told by federal officials to begin 
nlanninm 
to phase themselves out of 


existence because of their location. 
Utterback quoted Rep. Henry Ruess, D- 
Wisconsin, the chairman of the House 
Banking Committee, as saying the threat to 
revoke bank insurance to communities 
which do not comply with the program is the 
‘‘worst perversion” of the banking laws. 


Hendricks said the flood program was the 
first step by Congress in establishing 
federal land control.
